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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/09/2010 has been entered. 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 14, 16-17, 24, 26-28 and 30-44 remain for examination and claims 14 and 
26 are independent claims according to the "Allowance" marked on 5/1 1/2010. 

Reason for Allowance 

Claims 14, 16-17, 24, 26-28 and 30-44 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of supplemental reasons for allowance 
in view "Allowance" marked on 5/1 1/2010 and the foreign patent document JP2002- 
2541 03A in IDS filed 6/9/2010 (refer to the machine translation for the foreign patent 
document JP2002-2541 03A). 

Regarding claims 14 and 26, US'226 teaches a process for the 
thermomechanical treatment of steel for torsionally strained spring elements, comprising 
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the inductive heating of a starting material, particularly spring steel, at a rate between 
80-150K/S to a temperature between 900°C to 1200°C (e.g. a temperature above the 
recrystallization temperature of the initial material), austenitizing, holding the 
temperature for a short time, forming the material into a formed product at a 
temperature above the recrystallization temperature, quenching to martensite and 
tempering. US'226 teaches the material is formed in at least one forming step. US'878 
teaches steps of rolling and winding to form a coil spring and NPL-1 teaches skew 
rolling for the tubes and/or rods. JP2002-254103A filed in the IDS marked 6/9/2010 
teaches a method for manufacturing a ferrite system stainless steel by hot rolling and 
cross rolling. However, the recorded prior arts do not disclose the combination of 
heating and single step of skew rolling in a predetermined twisting manner in a marginal 
area of said rod to obtain desired deformation gradient over a cross section of the rod 
as recited in the instant claims.
